T" is a faying in the mouth of every one, * That. defpe-, 
rate difeafes ‘require defperate remedies.”” This, Sir, 
mutt be admitted to be equally trug in the body politic, and 
natural body : if taken in the former fenfe, nothing can, be 
more applicable to our préfent lituation, as a peopte. Cou- 
tending with a confederacy, the power of which mult long 
fince have cruthed any kingdom in Europe, but Great Bris 
tain, we find ourfelves not only abandoned by every coun- | 
ty interefted in fupporting the balance of power, but given 


der the’ impartial name. of yeutrality, arming for the pur- 

ofe wf carrying to our enemics the moft rieceffary avticles 
or thip-building, The French, unablg to protect their vel- 
fels employed in tranfporting timber, iron, &c. from the 
north of Europe to France, have hitherto been obliged to 


to think of peace, asthe want of naval itores mult have foon 
difasled him from putting fleets to fea, to difpute with us 
the empire ofthe ocean. A profpect, however, foon open- - 
ext to luis view, which promifed every affiftance that he want- 
ed. Ruffia, gained over by the intrigues: of the French 
Court, or diverted from purfuing both her own and the real 
inierelts of Europe, by the glare of the benefits that might 
immediately, and ofly during the war, accrue to her fnb- 
jects from a trade with France and Spain, propofed a plat 
of an armed neutrality to the maritime tlates of Europe, to 
proie& whatever trade their fubjects might have occafion to 
cafiy on with the belligerent powers. ‘Denmark aod Swe- 
dts, who muft be greet gainers by fuch a trade, and Hol- 
laad, ever ready to facrifice juitice and gratitude for com- 
mercial advatitages, foon adopted the plan, clearly with a 
friendly vidw to France and Spain, but without an atom of 
regard for us. Perfeétly equal to the protection of our own 
trade, we itood not in need of thé arms of a neutrality to 
bring it fafe ivito our owo ports, It is not, on the other 
hand, in the power of France to defend her trade againtt 
the depredations of our own navy. The aeutrality, there- 
fore, is vifibly calculated for the benefit of the French. 
Now,. Sir, as no ttate. can carry on a naval war without 
having timber, hemp, iron, &c. and as France is by no 
means able to get thefe flores home by her own power aloney 
“Ge it not fair to look ‘upon every power as 4z/file to us, who, 
will, by force of arms, if requilite, fapply our enemies with - 


Lam fighting a duel, mutt I not deem that man wy enemy, 
who helps to parry off all the thrufts I make at my antago- 
‘nift, and who, in fpite of me, fopplies him with a new fword 
as often as I difarm him? Ruflia appears exactly in this 
‘point. of view to me. She gives France weapons to fight 
us; and when we have taken them from her, fhe fends a 
ftrong fquadron of men of war to carry her a freth fupply. - 


Ought we not to refent it, and oppofe force by force? Both 
Jaw and equity would juttify us, while found policy calls 
upon us to do it; for if France is to be continually fupplied
